HE bitter disappointment 
which the shameful pro- 
ceedingn at the Security 
Council on Tucsday provoked

Nnes. Expediency, of course, 
dictates this new course o} 
action which is designed to 
recover “face” lost by reck- 
less application of the veto. 

And doubtless Russia's action 
wil be hailed by somo im- 
pressionable Asians as u 
magnanimous gosture to 
end the deadlock on new 
mombership which has per- 
sisted for about eight yenrs. 
Many will wonder why the 
initiative was not taken by 
Britain, or the United 
States which has apparently 
suffered the greatest loss of 
prestige through its failure 
to dissuade the Nationalists 
from using tho veto. 

The fact is that only a Com- 
munist—or a Fascist-—astate 
with central direction’ of all 
subordinate nations vested 
in tho one capital could 
move so swiftly. ‘The speed 
with which Ruasla has acted 
in this Instance suggests 
that Outer Mongolia was not 
“consulted”; but, of course, 
it may have been “told” 
that its application for 
membership would have to 
be postponed.
